.Mr. William Heatliorii's Victoria boot 
and shoe factory is on tloveriiiiioiit street 
near the Post tJtlice. The store is ;50 ft. 
by 50 ft, and in connection with the fac- 
tory is the Itock May Tannery which suii- 
plies a good deal of the material, though 
a considcnible amount of stock, French, 
Canadian, and American is imported. 

rUK l-ACTOliV 

is mainly situated fui the .second llat, 
though some portions of il are on the 
lust, adjoining tho store, and also in two 
buildings ill the rear, the want of room 
being felt so much lhat Mr. Heathorn 
shortly intends to build un the Hdjoining 
lot, and tearing. down the old buildings 
replace them aa the demands of the bus- 
iness may reipiire. The room over the 
store on the second Hat whoi'o most of the 
manufacturing is done, priiconts a busy 
scene. 

SOLE LKATIIEK. 

It may be stated that the sole leather 
is first handled in one of the shop.<i in the 
rear, proviilod with rolling, sciviiig and 
roumling iiiachiiies. .\fter being rolled 
the soles tiiid insoles are cut by hand 
from iron patterns, and the counters, or 
back stith'iiiiig, and heel lifts and top 
pieces, are cut by dies. Tho " lift.'; " are 
pieces of leather used for raising the heel 
liefore ihe top pieces arc put on, and as 
high heels still continue in fxsliion, from 
an inch to an inch and a i)tiarter may he 
reasonably deducted from the apparent 
height ol any live man or woman. 

rllK. I PI'KIIS. 

Tho uppers are cut up stairs, the cut- 
ting up of the leather economically with 
the least iiossible waste being a great 
point in the business. The cutter lakes 
i I'lie skin after anotluu- on his table, and 
a number of iron patterns beside 
I him, each cd which is a dili'urunt portion 
1 of the upper or a diO'ereiit si/.c, he ap[ili()8 
j llioin to the leather, being guided by its 
I varying form and thickness and rapidly 
; rims his knife round the [i.itteru, tlirow- 
' illg each piece on its own pile. The 
cloth linings are cut by band in a similar 
iiianiier. These j^iecos as leipiired are 
j next passed to the fitters' table where 
tl.cy are scived round the eilgcs, marked 
and otherwise made ready for the sewing 
innehiiics of which there are a dozen of 
diirereiit varieties for sewing with .silk 
I and wa.tuil thread. fn the latter, the 
thread pa.ssps through a reservoir of melt- 
_ ed wa.x attached to the inacliiiie, but in 
I sinne men's boots the principal seams are 

■ sewn by hand. Then there are riveting 
and vamptng iiiachines; scam rubbers, 

• and a machine for turning boot logs, they 

■ being sewn wrong side out. This is dnue 
simply hy put ting t lieiu over tlie outside
